highway width. This would require
about 50 feet, as the plans for the
Eshelman route contemplate  a
highway width of 100 feet,

City Engineer Leonard, who has
studied the’ plans as they have
been mapped by the Chamber .of
Commerce directors, has expressed
the opinion that a relocation of the
Pacific Electric tracks at El Prade
would obviate the need for using
any useful Pacific Electric station
property in the dévelopment.

The Eshelman-Cabrillo-El Prado
